Medical helicopters a 
vital service to citizens

Emergencies can strike at any mo- 
ment and render citizens to the care of 
local emergency services and hospital 
personnel following extensive traumatic 
injuries, cardiac episodes and other 
medical crises. 

Some conditions cannot be treated lo- 
cally, however. Accident victims and 
hospital patients may require immedi- 
ate advanced care at out-of-county hos- 
pitals, to which distance and travel time 
can become life and death factors. 

In these instances, nearby medical 
helicopter services are dispatched to ac- 
cident scenes and hospitals to airlift pa- 
tients to various trauma centers such as 
the University of Kentucky Medical 
Center in Lexington, or Cabell-Hunting- 
ton Hospital in Huntington, W.Va. 

There are currently three medical 
helicopter bases serving Morgan County, 
including LifeNet Air Medical Services, 
in Mt. Sterling, King’s Daughters Medi- 
cal Center Air Ambulance, in Ashland, 
and PHI Air Medical, in Morehead. 



PHI Air Medical of Kentucky, part 
of a worldwide corporation based in 
Phoenix, Ariz., has for four years em- 
ployed local EMS stalwart Greg Gullett, 
of Malone, a flight paramedic who has 
also worked on the ground at the Mor- 
gan County Ambulance Service since 
1987. 

“Being a flight paramedic can be very 
challenging,” Gullett said. “The ultimate 
goal of caring for and transporting pa- 
tients is the same as it is for ground am- 
bulance crews (which carry air patients 
when helicopters are unavailable), ex- 
cept speed is even more crucial because 
air patients have more urgent needs.” 

Gullett said each helicopter service 
provides aircrafts outfitted with flight 
nurses and paramedics, and speed capa- 
bilities of 135 mph to reach Lexington 
and Huntington, W.Va., from West Lib- 
erty in approximately 20 and 35 min- 
utes. 

“That is a fast trip compared to land 
travel for people who need emergency

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Proposed reductions in funding discussed at 
meet; board anticipates no raises for teachers

During its first regular meeting of 

2008 on Jan. 14, the Morgan County 
Board of Education discussed reductions 
in state funding for the 2008-2009 fis- 
cal year, with members presenting a con- 
servative draft budget. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said the district is preparing for a 
possible 12 percent cut amounting to 
approximately $250,000-$300,000. 

“The board doesn’t know exactly 
what programs would be cut,” Gold said. 
“It is not yet clear what funds have been 
appropriated for education. No increases 
have been discussed, and that could 
force districts to make some personnel 
decisions.” 

Gold said there are no budget reduc- 
tions for the current school year. 

The Kentucky Department of Educa- 
tion recently suggested to Gov. Steve 
Beshear that cuts could be made to state 
SEEK (Support Educational Excellence 
in Kentucky) funding, which encom- 
passes professional development, ex- 
tended school service, textbook and 
safety programs. 

The board’s draft budget for 2008- 

2009 anticipates flat revenue rates with

no wage increases for certified and clas- 
sified employees, except for those com- 
pleting rank and experience raise re- 
quirements.

Road fund shortage, 
and new emergency 
services plan talked 



Magistrates approve 
coal severance funds 
for radios for EMS

During its first regular meeting of 
2008 on Jan. 9, the Morgan County Fis- 
cal Court heard a budgetary report from 
County Treasurer Tommy Phipps, who 
warned magistrates of a rapidly dwin- 
dling county road fund. 

“The road fund contains only $25,000 
at this time,” Phipps said. “This is a tim- 
ing issue - road aid funds will be com- 
ing in March, but we don’t have them 
right now. Monies from the general fund 
reserve may need to be transferred to the 
road fund to pay some of the bills.” 

Phipps also reiterated to magistrates 
that interfund monies borrowed to re- 
plenish the road fund must be repaid to 
their original funds by the fiscal year’s 
end. 

“This is a reminder to the court that 
it has a problem,” Phipps said. “There 
is a $320,000 deficit that needs to be 
fixed. It has been over a year since court 
members were made aware of this is- 
sue, and it has not gone away since 
then.” 

Additional financial items included 
the repayment of a $521,000 loan from 
July 2007 to the Kentucky Advance Rev- 
enue Program (KARP), which allows 
counties to borrow money from the Ken- 
tucky Association of Counties (KACO) 
until state funds become available. 

In other business, magistrates dis- 
cussed road clarification after guests Rex 
and Dolores Wells, of Mt. Sterling, ques- 
tioned the county’s maintenance of a 
road near their property. 

The Wellses said that Pat Hoskins 
Road, located off Hwy. 844 on Stacy 
Fork, is a part of their property for which 
they did not give the county right-of-way 
for a public road leading to the home 
and heating/air conditioning business of

Court bites bullet, 
digs into gen. fund 
to pay rd. dept, bills 

Fiscal court members during a spe- 
cial meeting on Monday afternoon 
voted to transfer $80,000 from the 
county’s general fund to the road fund 
to pay the road department’s Decem- 
ber bills and to meet its payroll 
through next two pay periods. 

The special meeting was called af- 
ter County Treasurer Tommy Phipps 
confirmed last Thursday that there 
was insufficient money in the road 
fund to meet current bills. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley said 
the county is scheduled to receive its 
last $225,000 county road fund allot- 
ment from the state for the 2007-2008 
fiscal year in March, but noted that 
the money transferred Monday from 
the general fund to meet current road 
fund obligations will have to be re- 
paid to the general fund by July 1 and 
will have to come out of the final 
county road aid installment. 

It is likely that the road fund will 
be exhausted well before the end of 
the year without an infusion of new 
money, Conley said.

Porter. 



Carter County 
drug court watch 
gives first report 

GRAYSON — Volunteer 
courtroom observers with the 
Carter County Drug Task Force 
last week released its first report 
detailing the results of drug cases 
filed since September in 

the county’s district and circuit 
courts. 

The volunteers reported that 
Carter County courts reviewed 
108 drug and alcohol cases. Of 
those, 30 were closed, 10 were 
dismissed and more than half 
were rescheduled an average of 
five times. One case was resched- 
uled for the 20th time. 

Two cases involving the 
manufacture of methamphet- 
amine were amended to lesser 
charges, the report states, and four 
of seven cases involving charges 
of trafficking in controlled sub- 
stances were dismissed. Six 
charged in nine cases of posses- 
sion of controlled substances 
served no time. 

Court observers watched 13 
cases of driving under the influ- 
ence charges. Of those, six were 
charged with first offense (three 
were fined and given 90 days sus- 
pended license plus alcohol 
driver’s education; one was dis- 
missed leaving a reckless driving 
charge and resulting in a $100 
fine; one was dismissed leaving 



Deaton transported to the Ken- 
tucky River Medical Center in 
Jackson and then airlifted to the 
UK Medical Center in Lexington, 
where he was reported in stable 
condition. 

State Police said Sunday that 
charges were pending against 
Deaton, pending further investi- 
gation by Trooper Jay Perkins. A 
warrant was later issued charging 
Deaton with murder in connec- 
tion with the incident. Then on 
Monday, State Police issued a re- 
lease stating that before the war- 
rant could be served, Deaton fled 
the hospital while still under treat- 
ment and was being sought by 
police. 

Assisting Trooper Perkins at 
the wreck scene were the Wolfe 
County EMS and the Wolfe 
County Sheriff’s Department. 



possession of cocaine and drug 
paraphernalia charges (diverted to 
drug court); and one was dis- 
missed. 

Six were charged with second- 
offense DUI, with three receiv- 
ing no jail time. Three were sen- 
tenced to pay costs and fines as 
well as being sentenced to serve 
seven to 11 days in jail. One was 
amended to reckless driving and 
fined, another was sentenced to 
pay costs, and another was dis- 
missed after being rescheduled 20 
times. 

One was charged with DUI on 
suspended license, third offense, 
according to the report. The 
charge was amended to driving 
while license suspended and the 
subject was sentenced to pay 
costs and a $1,000 fine with an 
18-month suspended sentence. 

The report, which was printed 
and circulated, stated, “This in- 
formation is not intended to criti- 
cize any members of our judicial 
system. We understand that they 
have a difficult job and we appre- 
ciate all their hard work and dedi- 
cation.” 

Carter County Court Watch 
was organized to monitor and 
evaluate the criminal justice sys- 
tem from the public’s point of 
view, learn more about the crimi- 
nal justice system and make a 
positive contribution to the com- 
munity. 

(A similar drug court watch is 
operated in Morgan County 
Courts by Operation UNITE.)

Bill provides incentives to 
invest in renewable energy 

Rep. Rocky Adkins, Sen. Robert Stivers 
played key roles in legislation’s passage

The Kentucky General As- 
sembly deserves a great deal of 
credit for the energy bill that 
passed in a special session in 
August. This bill, HB 1, advances 
energy, science and economic 
development for Kentucky. Rep. 
Rocky Adkins, D-Sandy Hook, 
was the prime sponsor of this bill 
with Sen. Robert Stivers, R- 
Manchester, in the Senate. 

Both House and Senate lead- 
ership were deeply involved 
making this legislation bipartisan 
and nearly unanimous. As state 
geologist of Kentucky, director 
of the Kentucky Geological Sur- 
vey, and an energy scientist for 
over 30 years, I applaud these 
efforts as vital for Kentucky’s 
future. HB 1 provides incentives 
for investments in renewable en- 
ergy, coal, and research on car- 
bon dioxide (C02) storage. 

Coal is our most abundant 
energy resource responsible for 
92 percent of electrical power in 
Kentucky, but it is also the larg- 
est producer of C02, a green- 
house gas. Kentucky power 
plants generate 88 million tons of 
C02 each year. To keep coal a 
viable energy resource, research 
must be done or Kentucky and 
the nation will remain too depen- 
dent on uncertain imported oil 
and limited in the use of our most 
abundant energy resource — 
coal. This is important because 
our economy is based on low- 
cost electricity from coal plus the 
jobs and revenues from coal in- 
dustries. 

Pressures are being applied 
nationally and internationally to 
cut global carbon emissions prin- 
cipally from coal burning. A bill 
requiring a 70 percent reduction 
in carbon emissions recently 
passed the U.S. Senate Environ- 
mental and Public Works com- 
mittee. 

The U.N. Climate Conference 
ended recently with an agenda 
for a timetable for drastic cuts in 
C02 emissions worldwide. Ex- 



perts agree controls on C02 will 
be mandated. 

The Department of Energy, 
states, and companies are inves- 
tigating permanent storage of 
carbon in deep rock formations 
and its use in rejuvenating oil and 
gas fields. These issues must be 
investigated in Kentucky as well 
and HB 1 takes a huge step in 
doing this. 

HB 1 directs the Kentucky 
Geological Survey to investigate 
permanent storage of C02 and 
enhanced oil and gas recovery 
using C02. KGS will partner 
with industries and other agen- 
cies for this research/ Very few 
wells have been drilled into the 
very deep rock formations that 
are being considered for carbon 
storage. The potential of these 
rocks for storing C02 cannot be 
tested without samples. KGS will 
drill, sample, and test these for- 
mations in both eastern and west- 
ern Kentucky as a first step in 
assessing the potential for geo- 
logic storage or carbon in Ken- 
tucky. 

Carbon dioxide will be in- 
jected into old and abandoned oil 
fields to test how oil can be lib- 
erated while trapping the C02. 
Tests on the feasibility of storing 
C02 while producing natural gas 
will be conducted on the Devo- 
nian shale of Kentucky. This 
shale underlies two-thirds of the 
state, is our most prolific natural 
gas producer, and can absorb 
C02. 

A tremendous amount of re- 
search remains to be done. This 
is just a start but a very impor- 
tant one for our future. 

The vision shown by Repre- 
sentative Adkins, Senator Stivers 
and the Kentucky General As- 
sembly deserves our 
acknowledgement for a job well 
done.

A THANK YOU AND AN 
APOLOGY 

Dear Editor, 

My husband, Dean, and I 
would like to thank the 519 Vol- 
unteer Fire Department for their 
quick response to try and save 
our home on Dec. 26, 2007. We 
would like to apologize to every- 
one who felt their lives were in 
danger. 

My husband has been sick for 
a couple of months with stomach 
problems along with his back, 
which he hurt three or four years 
previously. He goes every two to 
three months to Lexington, 
where he has approximately 15 
to 30 shots at a time in his back. 

The man you saw or heard 
about that night was not my hus- 
band. I see and know on a daily 
basis that he is a kind and caring 
man who would go out of his way 
to help anyone. He took care of 
me and our kids when I was sick 
and in the hospital for two and a 
half years with Crohn’s Disease. 
The boys were two and three 
years old then; I don’t know how 
he did it. He also took care of my 
uncle for three years, and was 
with him the last year at the nurs- 
ing home everyday to make sure 
he was taken care of. 

The reason for writing about 
him taking care of me, our boys 
and my uncle is to let you know 
he is not a bad person like some 
people may think he is. Leading 
up to the night our home burned, 
someone had cut our trampoline 
down, our pool liner and stilling 
staff. We had the police out sev- 
eral times to look for prowlers at 
different times. That is why we 
had mentioned arson. 

We were in Lexington the 
night of the fire. It took about one 
and a half hours to get home. We 
were told on the way home the 
fire was contained to the two 
back rooms. So, we thought we 
could remodel. We never 
dreamed it would be that bad 
when we got there. The boys fell 
to the ground; everyone was tell- 
ing us the dogs we had for seven 



years had died from smoke and 
heat. It had destroyed our home. 

It just tore us apart. That was 
our only home we had lived in 
where we could be warm when 
needed and cool when needed. 

After we arrived and saw how 
bad it was, and to see how badly 
our boys were taking it, me and 
my neighbor tried to stop Dean 
from going in. After entering, 
nobody was in danger but Dean 
himself. After the police came he 
went to the hospital and stayed 
overnight for an emotional break- 
down. He is still being treated for 
this. 

Everything we had worked all 
our lives for was gone. All the 
boys had was gone. Christmas 
this year was already bad enough 
for us. 

We did not have homeowners’ 
insurance due to flood damage a 
few years earlier. This January 
we could have picked it back up. 
Then we thought the bank loan 
was covered, but they said due 
to changing insurance companies 
in August we did not have any. 

The home does not look bad 
from the outside, but take a walk 
inside and it is a different story. 
The boys’ computer was de- 
stroyed; it got so hot it melted 
everything in it. We had a 52-inch 
projection television in the living 
room melted to about two feet 
high now. 

Someone thought we were 
still living there, but it is so bad 
we have tried to see what we 
could save. There was just noth- 
ing much left; the heat and smoke 
destroyed everything. We were 
lucky enough to find a box of pic- 
tures, and someone grabbed my 
chest that had stuff that belonged 
to my parents who had passed 
away. 

A computer and television are 
teenage boys’ lives, other than 
their dogs and home, which they 
miss the most. 

We would like to extend a spe- 
cial thanks to my nephew for let- 
ting us live with him. Everyone 
who knows us realizes that we 
would always go out of our way 
to help with anything they 
needed, including fundraisers, 
clothes or anything we could. 
Now we are asking if you could 
help us to get back on our feet, if 
you can. People have already

America’s upper classes have gone AWOL 



“America is not at war. Its 
military is”

During this presidential cam- 
paign, voters will hear much 
about the divergent economic 
realities between “the rich” and 
“the middle class.” Yet there is 
another partition in America that 
is less visible, but no less trou- 
bling. The great divide between 
civilian and military communi- 
ties leaves the nation and its elec- 
torate ill-equipped to make in- 
formed judgments about military 
and international affairs. 

I recently returned from a trip 
to San Diego, during which I 
toured the Marine Corps Recruit 
Depot and spent two days at sea 
with the officers and crew of the 
USS Nimitz. To say the lease, it 
renewed my respect for the pro- 
fessionalism, competence, dedi- 
cation and sacrifice of America’s 
men and women in uniform. I 
was deeply impressed by the 
vigor and apparent confidence 
with which they attend to their 
duties. 

A quick glance at the troops I 
met immediately revealed a 
broad representation of 
America’s ethnic groups — a di- 
versity that’s typical thrughout 
America’s armed forces. Statis- 
tics reveal high standards of edu- 
cational attainment and the near 
nonexistence of illegal drug use 
or criminal backgrounds. Many 
come from families in which 
military service is a common ex- 
perience. Yet I can’t help con- 
cluding that the upper and upper- 
middle or “elite” social classes 



seem to be conspicuously absent. 

A Navy admiral told me, 
“America is not at war. Its mili- 
tary is.” He was acutely aware 
that a prominent segment of so- 
ciety had little but tax money in- 
vested in the outcome. 

The civilian leaders with 
whom I traveled to the ship were 
clearly surprised by their expo- 
sure to young Americans who 
were seriously and stoically pre- 
paring to deploy to a war from 
which some might not return. 
Concepts of duty, honor, and sac- 
rifice were simply not central to 
the life experiences of these ci- 
vilians. America’s elites don’t 
necessarily lack patriotism, but 
precious few of these leaders 
have engaged in military service 
themselves. They simply lack 
reasonable reference points. 

In the middle of the 20th cen- 
tury, military service was near 
universal for American men. 
While some used their privileged 
status to escape arduous or risky 
duty, society as a whole come 
together in the common cause of 
national defense. As a result, 
America was full of veterans who 
could place “news from the 
front” in context for friends and 
neighbors. 

For example, to the extent that 
the American family received 
accurate estimates of casualties 
from the Normandy landings in 
1944, a nearby uncle or father 
would have been able to put those 



figures in context by declaring, 
“I was on the Western Front in 
the Great War; we could have lost 
many more on Omaha Beach. All 
things considered, it seems that 
they managed that campaign as 
well as could be hop ed.” 

A society with veterans rep- 
resented at all levels of the com- 
munity is better equipped to in- 
terpret accounts of inadvertent 
civilian casualties, interrogation 
interpreted as torture, or prisoner 
abuse. With the abdication of the 
upper classes from military ser- 
vice, most elites in the media, 
private sector, and government 
service don’t have the intimate 
human context for the realities 
of war. 

The debate about U.S. en- 
gagement in Iraq is at its core an 
estimate of whether America is 
winning — or indeed can win, 
given the circumstances. The 
fourth estate long ago declared 
this war unwinnable. But how do 
we know that? How can they? 

No electorate can make in- 
formed decisions about the exer- 
cise of military power in a far- 
off theater if it lacks a reaonable 
measure of collective experience 
with military matters. And any 
society that restricts its informa- 
tion and analysis to the sound 
bites of “embedded” journalists 
and political pundits will find it- 
self highly susceptible to the 
manipulations of partisan politi- 
cians and interest groups at either 



extreme of any debate. It is sim- 
ply too difficult to separate hope 
from fear and fiction from fact. 

What can we do to correct 
course? To begin, America must 
find a way to reengage the 
nation’s elites with the satisfac- 
tions and sacrifices of military 
and national service. Leading 
colleges should reinstate ROTC 
programs. Corporations should 
emphasize postmilitary recruit- 
ing. Likewise, professional orga- 
nizations such as bar associations 
and business trade groups must 
seek opportunities to attend mili- 
tary expositions and demonstra- 
tions. 

Just as America responded to 
the Soviet Union’s Sputnik 
launch some 50 years ago with a 
vigorous effort to strengthen 
math and science education, 
America today must overhaul its 
school history curricula to en- 
gage students in military culture. 
And it must equip them to effec- 
tively and skeptically evaluate 
future military and political is- 
sues in the context of past expe- 
rience. 

It is only with an experienced 
and knowledgeable citizenry that 
we as a nation can prosecute 
sound strategy to achieve U.S. 
policy goals while avoiding the 
pitfalls of failure and their atten- 
dant human, financial, and d 
iplomatic costs.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff. 

Following is a letter that I re- 
ceived on my e-mail from a con- 
cerned citizen of Morgan County. 

“Judge Conley, 

“I have a couple of comments 
to make about the county attor- 
ney issue. First I agree with ev- 
erything you stated in the news- 
paper and back you fully on this 
issue. I would like to bring up an 
issue that has everyone around 
town buzzing but that I haven’s 
seen addressed in the newspaper. 

“The county surveyor runs his 
private business from a county 
office. If you look up his private 
appraisal company in the phone 
book it has the courthouse listed 
as the address. Does he pay rent 
for use of the county’s office 
space? If not, he should, using the 
logic used to allow the county 
attorney to receive rent for his 
space. Also, who pays the phone, 
electric, and heating bills for the 
surveyor’s office? I would very 
much like to receive an answer 
to these questions, but since I 
wish to remain anonymous, I 
thought that e-mail would be the 
best way to address them. 

“Thank you in advance for 
your assistance. 

“A Concerned Morgan 
County Citizen.” 

First of all, let’s talk more 
about the county attorney’s 
$600.00 monthly rent check and 
$550.00 for utilities. The state 
mandates that county govern- 
ment take care of the county jail 
issues. As the county attorney, it 
looks like it would be his job to 
do whatever the fiscal court 
deems necessary. In May 2006, 
he requested a $22,000 pay raise 
and the entire fiscal court — all 
six members — refused to grant 
the raise. The county attorney 
retaliated and stopped collecting 
the jail recoupment. In Decem- 
ber 2006, on the way out the 
door, the majority of the court 
passed a rent check for the county 
attorney. In January 2007, again 
the court put this rent on hold. In 
May 2007, I put on the agenda 
(and you can check the agenda) 
to hire a private attorney on a 
percentage basis, to pay him only 
if he collects. This got tabled by 
the fiscal court and was never 
discussed again. Then all of a 
sudden, the county attorney 
started collecting jail recoupment 
again. 

I knew something was up, and 
sure enough, through our budget 
discussion when we were cutting 
everything else, line item #01- 

helped a lot with the boys and 
minor things. We thank you. 

We still need financial help to 
pay off the bank so we can find 
us a house of our own. I know 
winter is tough on everyone, but 
every little bit would help. Thank 
you; we need your prayers.

5005-165 for the county 
attorney’s office staff was a raise 
of $10,000.00. Now a couple of 
court members had asked me last 
fall when the county attorney 
would get this money and I told 
them that as far as I was con- 
cerned, he would not get it, and 
to this day it has not been put on 
the agenda for approval. 

However, it is still in the bud- 
get. So in December 2007, the 
court passed a $600.00 a month 
rent to be paid to the county at- 
torney for a job that he should be 
doing for the county anyway. If 
he refuses, let’s hire a private at- 
torney. We would not have to pay 
a private attorney’s rent and 
would only pay him on monies 
that he collects. If he collects 
nothing, he would not receive 
anything. I wish he could collect 
a half a million dollars a year. If 
he did he could say he was just 
doing his job. The point is, he 
works for us. We should not bow 
to his demand. 

Now on to the question about 
the county surveyor. I raised this 
same question about four years 
ago when I first came into office, 
and NO, he does not pay any rent 
for office space, heat, AC, elec- 
tric. He does not pay for any wa- 
ter or maintenance on parking lot 
or for snow removal. He does not 
receive any pay from the county 
to be surveyor. However, it is an 
elected position, and to my 
knowledge, all of the work that 
he does for the county is paid for 
by the county. 

Agree or disagree on county 
issues, it takes the majority of the 
fiscal court to pass or enact any- 
thing. A county judge’s vote is 
equal to a magistrate’s vote in the 
meetings. As the county judge, I 
am the chairman of the court and 



provide the agenda. All magis- 
trates have the right to call me 
and have issues put on the 
agenda. If this is an issue you 
want to see on the agenda for dis- 
cussion, call your magistrate and 
ask him to have it added onto the 
court meeting agenda. Remem- 
ber that we, the court, are sup- 
posed to represent you, the 
people.

surgery, etc.,” Gullett said. 
“Flight crews also have more 
freedom to treat patients because 
they can administer blood and a 
larger variety of drugs.” 

(To perform such procedures, 
PHI nurses and paramedics are 
required to pass flight exams 
within two years of employment, 
with continued clinical training in 
emergency and operating rooms, 
as well as neo-natal, intensive 
care, cardiac and OB/GYN units.) 

PHI of Kentucky Business De- 
velopment Manager Billy Dukes, 
of Lexington, said the company 
purchases new aircrafts un- 
equipped for over $4 million 
apiece, with regular maintenance 
and an hourly part replacement 
rate despite rising operating costs. 

“PHI has a very safety-ori- 
ented program,” Dukes said. “In- 
stead of replacing parts when they 
go bad, we replace them after a 
set amount of flight hours to en- 
sure there are no mechanical fail- 
ures while in the air. 

“Operating and fuel costs have 
increased in recent years, but 
safety is still our first priority. We 
also invest quite a bit of money 
in training our crews, because we 
want our patients to receive opti- 
mal care.” 

Dukes also said flight crews 
must work closely with local 
emergency personnel from the 
rescue squad and ambulance ser- 
vice to secure landing zones and 
prepare patients for airlift. 

“PHI has a great working re- 
lationship with Morgan County 
EMS,” Dukes said. “All local 
EMS agencies are a huge asset to 
us, because they are always the 
first on the scene. They help en- 
sure that patients receive the best 
possible care.” 

Ambulance Service Director 
Mike Elliott said EMS personnel 
receive approximately 127 emer- 
gency calls each month, with 8- 
10 of those requiring air transpor- 
tation. 

“The medical helicopters help 
us out a lot,” Elliott said. “We 
have used all of the companies at 
some time or another. If the first 
service we dispatch is not able to 
help us, they contact other ser- 
vices until an available aircraft is 
located. The flight crews have 
saved many lives, and that is 
greatly appreciated.” 

Morgan County ARH also 
plays a crucial role in advancing 
air transportation for hospital and 
emergency room patients with its 
campus helipad, which was con- 
structed in 2002. 

ARH Community CEO Steve 
Gavalchik said the helipad en- 
ables flight crew to treat critically 
ill patients more efficiently. 

“The men and women who 
make up the flight crews are of 
tremendous importance to ARH,” 
Gavalchik said. “With ground 
transport to major urban trauma 
centers taking well over an hour, 
flight nurses and paramedics save 
many patients each week. Medi- 
cal helicopter crews provide a 
great service to ARH.” 

Greg Gullett and other flight 
crew members perform such vi- 
tal duties with a life-long passion 
for public service. 

“Helping people is something 
I have always wanted to do,” 
Gullett said. “Being a flight para- 
medic is not just a job to me; I 
don’t do it to be rewarded. The 
greatest thing about it is know- 
ing I have done everything I can 
to help someone else.”

Pat Hoskins. 

“I bought the property where 
Pat Hoskins Road is located in 
1961,” Rex Wells said. “I never 
agreed for a road to be built on it, 
and I paid to have a lawsuit filed 
regarding this issue in 1988. Why 
should the county maintain a road 
that only one person lives on any- 
way?” 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
said the county has maintained 
the road for approximately 20 
years.

“You [the Wellses] are asking 
magistrates to fix something that 
happened two decades ago,” 
Conley said. “It is my under- 
standing that the county has taken 
care of this road since before any 
of the current court members 
were elected. None of us knew 
until recently there was a ques- 
tion about the status of Pat 
Hoskins Road.” 

Conley also said the road may 
have been informally taken into 
the county road system prior to 
the establishment of regulations 
requiring deeds. 

“Issues like these are why the 
fiscal court needs adequate road 
clarification,” Conley told court 
members. 

Magistrates moved to table the 
subject of Pat Hoskins Road un- 
til February to review legal re- 
search by County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor, who said the issue 
seemed to be a civil matter. 

The court also requested deed 
clarification for a road near 
Crockett off Fannin Fork known 
as Paul Jones Road, on which 
resident Paul Jones requested that 
a damaged county-installed 
wooden bridge be replaced. 

Magistrates also heard a pro- 
posal from Asst. Rescue Squad 
Chief Mike Lacy regarding the 
newly-formed Morgan County 
Public Safety Workgroup, which 
is requesting funds for a county- 
wide emergency personnel radio 
communications upgrade. 

The group, which is com- 
prised of representatives from all 
seven county fire departments, 
rescue squad and ambulance ser- 
vice, was formed by local volun- 
teers through the Homeland Se- 
curity program in November to 
address issues concerning all 
emergency service agencies. 

“Our goal is to prioritize spe- 
cific needs of each agency,” Lacy 
said. “After doing this, we found 
our highest priority is communi- 



cation. Many emergency person- 
nel volunteers and ambulance 
service employees are currently 
using ancient equipment that can- 
not be upgraded. 

“The group would like assis- 
tance in purchasing new mobile 
and handheld radios for each 
agency and volunteer. We would 
also like to implement a county- 
wide radio channel in which all 
emergency responders can com- 
municate with each other during 
large-scale crises.” 

Following Lacy’s presenta- 
tion, the court voted to apply for 
coal severance funds totaling 
$71,000 to purchase 120 
handheld radios for $48,000, and 
25 mobile radios for $13,125, as 
well as $9,875 to repair a defunct 
Wrigley firetruck.

Time for college 
bound students 
to fill out FAFSA 

High school students who are 
thinking about going to college 
or trade school this fall are en- 
couraged to gather the informa- 
tion required to fill out the Free 
Application for Federal Student 
Aid, more often called the 
FAFSA. 

The FAFSA is the form stu- 
dents fill out to see if they qualify 
for federal and state grant and 
loans. Financial aid profession- 
als advise students to send in the 
FAFSA even if they don’t think 
they qualify for aid. Many col- 
leges use information from the 
FAFSA to determine who is eli- 
gible for grants and scholarships 
administered by the school. 

The FAFSA asks for informa- 
tion about income, assets and 
expenses. A formula enacted by 
Congress is applied in the infor- 
mation to determine the student’s 
eligibility for federal and state 
aid. If the student is considered 
dependent under federal guide- 
lines, both the student and par- 
ents must provide financial infor- 
mation. Nearly all students going 
directly to college from high 
school will be considered depen- 
dent. 

Parents and students who need 
help filling out the FAFSA should 
attend the nearest College Goal 
Sunday location on January 27. 
Financial aid professionals will 
go over the FAFSA in detail and 
answer questions, free of charge.

Growers assn, says 
no to McDonald’s 
support for pickers 

Dec. 24 — “A group of farm- 
ers who persuaded McDonald’s 
and Taco Bell to have their to- 
mato suppliers pay their pickers 
more have seen their effort stall 
as Burger King has refused to do 
the same,” reports The New York 
Times. “The main group of 
Florida tomato growers — call- 
ing the farmworkers’ tactics ‘un- 
American’ — has threatened a 
$100,000 fine against growers 
that cooperate with McDonald’s 
or Yum! Brands, the parent of 
Taco Bell, to pay their pickers 
more.” 

Lucas Benitez, a co-founder 
of the Coalition of Immokalee 
Workers, told reporter Steven 
Greenhouse, “The only way you 
can describe this industry is the 
way it was described 40 years 
ago: It’s a harvest of shame.” The 
vice president for food safety and 
regulatory compliance at Burger 
King, Steve Grover, said, “We’re 
being asked to do something that 
we have legal questions about. 
We want to find a way to make 
sure that workers are protected 
and receive a decent wage.” 

The workers wanted Burger 
King to follow the lead of 
McDonald’s and Yum! and pay 
pickers 77 cents, up from 45 
cents, for each 32-pound bucket 
of tomatoes. “A bigger obstacle 
to the coalition’s efforts is the 
Florida Tomato Growers Ex- 
change, a cooperative represent- 
ing 90 percent of the state’s 
growers,” Greenhouse reports. 
“It has threatened large ‘noncom- 
pliance penalties’ for any grow- 
ers that share information about 



wages or tonnage picked with 
third parties like McDonald’s. 
Florida grows 85 percent of the 
nation’s winter tomatoes.”

ATV enthusiasts 
want Appalachian 
regional system 

Building trails for all-terrain 
vehicles in national forests and 
other public areas would attract 
adventure tourism and reduce 
ATV-caused erosion and other 
damage to natural areas, accord- 
ing to advocates of a trail system 
in the Appalachian Mountains of 
Kentucky, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Jack McClanahan of Big 
Stone Gap, Va., told Wise 
County supervisors at a recent 
meeting that “plans are in motion 
for Southwest Virginia legisla- 
tors to introduce General Assem- 
bly legislation that would create 
an authority to oversee a pro- 
posed system of trails tailor- 
made for each recreational use.” 

“If ATV trails are established, 
it would take a lot of pressure off 
of nature trails,” McClanahan 
told the supervisors. “We can’t 
just turn our back on ATVs and 
hope they go away. We can regu- 
late them.” 

“According to McClanahan, a 
similar project in West Virginia, 
the Hatfield and McCoy Re- 
gional Recreation Authority, has 
drawn plenty of people and 
money into the counties it cov- 
ers. .. . Those with specialized 
hobbies will pay top dollar for a 
good trail experience, 
McClanahan added, noting that 
a friend who rents horses and 
mountain bikes to trail enthusi- 



asts estimates that mountain bik- 
ers spend about $300 per day 
when visiting a destination. 

In Harlan County, Kentucky, 
where ATV tourism is popular 
and a regional trail system is also 
planned, “an enthusiast was re- 
cently asked to guide a group of 
14 tourists from Vermont around 
his hometown hills,” Deal re- 
ports, citing McClanahan. “Each 
tourist paid $50 for the 12-hour 
trip, he added.”

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UNITE loses federal funds, 
enforcement staff reduced 



Operation UNITE, which over 
the past five years has arrested 
more than 2,400 people in East- 
ern Kentucky for illegal traffick- 
ing in drugs, has cut its enforce- 
ment staff and may have to re- 
duce its counseling program be- 
cause of reductions in its federal 
funding. 

UNITE, whose undercover 
officers have apprehended nu- 
merous people for drug traffick- 
ing in this and adjoining counties, 
has laid off 10 police officers and 
two other employees. And be- 
cause of anticipated funding cuts 
the agency had earlier left posi- 
tions open, said Karen Engle, 
UNITE president and CEO. 

The cuts leaves the agency 
with 23 police officers, down 
from 40 officers at its peak. 

U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers, R-5th, 
founded UNITE in 2003 with a 
three-prong mission: arrest drug 
dealers, increase treatment for 
addicts, and sponsor education 
aimed at reducing drug abuse. 

Since that time, UNITE has 
seized more than $7 million 
worth of illegal drugs, including 
more than 57,000 prescription 
pills that drug dealers had di- 
verted to the underground mar- 
ket, and has provided vouchers 
for drug treatment for more than 
1,000 people. 

Rogers founded the program 
in response to a series of articles 
in The Lexington Herald-Leader 
revealing that Eastern Kentucky 
led the nation in the amount of 
painkillers prescribed per capita, 
illegal sales and use of painkill- 
ers such as OxyContin. 

Rogers, a powerful committee 
chairman in the Republican-con- 
trolled Congress, secured $8 mil-

for the program in 2006-07. 

But UNITE got nothing for 
2007 after the Democrats took 
control of Congress and sus- 
pended earmarks. 

UNITE received only about $4 
million in new money in 2007. 

A year with no appropriation 
and then a big cut in what it was 
used to getting meant UNITE had 
to cut back. 

Jim Pettit, a spokesman for 
Rogers, said the lower earmark 
had nothing to do with Rogers 



now being in the minority. 

Part of it has to due with a bud- 
get deficit,” Pettit said. “UNITE 
is still one of the largest line items 
in the U.S. Department of Justice 
budget.” 

In addition to laying off em- 
ployees, UNITE has changed the 
guidelines so fewer people will 
qualify for treatment vouchers 
and cut the grants available to 
community coalitions for projects 
from $10,000 every six months 
to $5,000. 

Rogers, Engle, and others 
throughout the region are trying 
to find other funding sources for 
the program, such as corporate 
sponsorships and grants. UNITE 
is a non-profit agency and has a 
foundation that can accept tax- 
deductible donations.
